U.F.A. Meeting 


MORE ABOUT MERCER 


The regular meeting of Strath- 
more Local ot the U.F.A. was 
held in the town hall on Satur- 
day afternoon, President Henry 
Sorensen presiding over a large 
attendance. 

After the preliminary business 
was over Mr Sorensen made a 
statement relative to the action 
he had taken in the Mercer affair. 
He related some of the things 
that had happened since their last 
meeting, including an assign- 
ment that Mercer had given him 
atthe Saturday meeting for a 
horse and rig. He had returned 
this to Mercer for him to put it 
into better shape, but Mer- 
cer had not returned it to him. 
Instead he had made out a bill of 
sale of the horse to his mother. 
MrG. D. Dewitt, a member of 
the Union, had informed him that 
he had given Mercer $73.85 for 
poles and Jumber, and there was 
nothing to show that it had been 
ordered, andjthe money was not 
accounted for. He had also a 
letter from Mr Woodbridge, their 
general secretary in Calgary, 
stating that Mercer h d sent him 
$117 along with a number of con- 
tracts on one of the Union's 
Funds. The money order was 
dated July 17, three days after 
their Monday meeting. Mercer 
had received $40.50 from Keoma 
Union as deposit on binder twine. 

On the 18th he had received a 
letter from Messrs TI. Eaton, stat- 
ing that they had received a 
check from Mercer, post dated 
August 10, tor over $200 as de- 
posit on binder twine, which they 
had returned. 

PLAIN SPEAKING BY THE 

PRESIDENT 

Mr Sorensen then read the 
following address to the Union: 

‘Some time has now elapsed 
since the resolution which was 
passed at our last meeting to 
prosecute Mercer for $6 only, 
with a strong appeal for mercy, 
out of the $300 to $500 or more, 
which we then knew that Mercer 
had. stolen from our Union. 1 
therefore submit to this meeting, 
for it to consider and realize what 
the natural consequences have 
been of the influence which was 
brought to bear upon our last 
meeting to curtail —_ justice. 

Amongst other undue influ- 
ence iteven went so far that Mr 
Crossly accused the chair of being 
too keen. 

The facts which occurred were as 
follows;—First a strong attempt 
was made to turn Mercer entirely 
loose without taking any action 
whatsoever, on the expectation 
to get the money back. When 
information was given that this 
would be compounding a felony 
and after an animated discussion 
by certain parties in favour of 
Mercer to excuse his theft, the 
resolution was passed. Your 
President executed the work on be- 
half of the Union in accordance with 
that resolution, 

The results were as follows;— | 
Mercer got one months imprison- 
ment on suspended sentence, which 
means in reality that he was turned 
loose from the courtroom, Not 
even a fine was imposed upon him 
for this huge theft of trust funds. 

Here is the situation; We com- 
bine against graft from outside 
which is ruining our exisetnce. as 
farmers, and we claim that we alone 
are basing our demands upon 
justice, uprightness and integrity. 

Some time back we prosecuted an 
outside man for the theft of afew 
flowers from the Union for the tull 
amount which could be laid against 
that man, but when a highly trusted, 
official of our Union steals trust 
funds and practically cleans up 
everything within sight, you pass a 
resolution to request your president 
to prosecute on behalf of the Union 
for an amount not exceeding some 
$6 out of a theft amounting frem 
$300 to $500 or whatever it might}

week, but the question as to which is 
the best team is still undecided. 
Throughout the tournament a fine 
class of ball was played, and the 
games were, with the exception of 
the Gleichen-Cluny fiasco, very ex- 
citing and interesting. The diffi- 
culty in deciding which town has 
the best team is caused by the fact 
that some of the teams did not 
choose to rely entirely upon local 
talent, and players were imported 
from Calgary, Red Deer, and 
Medcine Hat. Langdon went one 
better than the rest, securing Frink 
the star of the Western Canada 
professional league at a cost, it is 
stated, of $100 for bimselt and a- 
nother Calgary man as catcher. 
Naturally they came out on the top. 
He was just a little bit too much for 
the amateurs, though they putup a 
very good fight. 

The first game of the tournament,

CITIES OF WEST 
STAND WELL UP 


Amongst Manufacturing Centres of 
Canada These Days—Some 
Figuree 
Three Western cities have a place 
amongst the fourteen leading manu- 
facturing centres in the Dominion. 
Montreal leads, with a production 
valued at $175,000,000, in round num- 
bers, showing an increase of one hun- 
dred and sixty-eight per cent. in twen- 
ty years. Toronto comes second with 
a production of $154,000,000, an in- 
crease of two hundred and thirty-four 
per cent. in twenty years. Hamilton 
takes third place, with a production 
of $65,000,000. Winnipeg is fourth 
with a production of $32,0000,000. 
Ottawa is fifth, $20,000,000; Quebec 
sixth, $17,000,000; London seventh, 
$16,000,000; Brantford eighth, $16,000,- 
000; Vancouver ninth, $18,000,000; 
Halifax tenth, $12,000,000; St. John, 
eleventh, $10,000,000; Sydney twelfth, 
$9,000,000; Calgary fourteenth, $7,000,- 

000. 

In a recent speech in Parliament Mr. 
Cockshutt of Brantford said: “In re- 
gard to the city from which I come, 
which has a population of 25,000, a 
factory employment of 7,000 and a 
total production of $15,000,000; if you 
divide $15,000,000 between 7,000 work- 
men you will find that on the average 
they are producing $2,000 per man. 
That I think is a very respectable 
amount for the workingmen to pro- 
duce, and will compare favorably with 
the work of men in any other calling 
in life. 

“I have not before me the average 
wage paid in the city of Brantford, but 
speaking in round figures, I should 
say that $1.75 a day or seven shillings 
sterling, is about the average wage 
of the workingmen in that city. Many 
of them obtain $2.50, $3 and $4, but 
I think the lowest wage paid for labor 
in that city is from $1.50 to $1.75. 
The wages obtained by the employes 
of the railways of Canada might be 
said to be typical of the average wage 
paid in the factories of this country. 
railways employ 141,- 
000 men, who are paid an annual wage 
of $74,000,000. If you divide $74,000,- 
000 by 141,000, you will get an aver- 
age of $525 per man, or in round 
figures, $1.75 a day for every Man em- 
ployed by the railways of Canada, I 
think that will bear out my assertion 
that the lot of the workingman in 
Canada is a fairly satisfactory one, 
and that the average wage paid in 
this country will compare favorably 
with that paid in any other country 
in the world. 

“No country in the world has had 
more industrial unrest within the past 
two years than has the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, | 
was in London last year when one 
of these periods of unrest was in pro- 
gress; that city was almost threaten- 
ed with a famine at that time because 
the workingmen were refusing to un- 
load ships in the docks at London. 
The coal men and the railway men 
were on strike, and labor conditions 
in a free trade country are not at all 
comparab™ with what they are in a 
country which has such moderate pro- 
tection as we have in Canada,”

Industrial Progress Under 


Way in Western Town 


Medicine Hat citizens some time ago 
voted in favor of four industrial and 
nine municipal works by-laws, The 
fudustrial by-laws represent an ad- 
dition of nearly 1,000 workmen when 
the plants and equipment are com- 
pleted. They will entail an expendi- 
ture of over $3,000,000 on capital ac- 
count, 

The Great West 
Chemical Company, 
Felix Frank, D, B, Hanna, Honorable 
F. H. Phippen, K.C., M. C. Grant, and 
Hector McInnis, agrees to spend ap- 
proximately $3,006,000 in the erection 
and equipment of a plant for the manu- 
facture of car wheels, steel under- 
frames, box cars, flat cars and en- 
gineering accessories, and promises to 
become one of the most important in- 
dustries in Alberta, This industry will 
employ about 300 hands at the start, 

L. Carey Wright, of Sauk Center, 
Minnesota, will establish a radiator 
manufacturing concern to be known 
as the Medicine Hat Radiator Com- 
pany. Local capital will also be in- 
terested in this concern and an in- 
vestment of $100,000 will be made, 
employing about 50 hands at the out- 
set. 

The Saskatchewan Bridge & Iron 
Company will be erected on the west 
industrial site and will entail an in- 
itial investment of $150,000 and em- 
poy about 150 hands. 

The Canada Cement plant which 
will manufacture 4,000 barrels of ce- 
ment daily, is to be constructed by 
the Hunt Engineering Company. This 
also will be an industry of vast im- 
portance to Medicine Hat and will em- 
ploy an army of workers, not only 
in the construction work but in the 
eperation of the plant itself,

As president of the Dominion Steel 
Corporation, Mr. J. H. Plummer 
speaks of trade conditions quite op- 
timistically. A British steel] manufac- 
turing firm is to establish a plant at 
Longueuill, and a writer for Industrial 
Canada, who recently made a tour of 
fnvestigation throughout Western On- 
tario, tells of a satisfactory state of 
affairs !n all the important manufac- 
turing towns and cities in that part 
of the Province. “Everything is 
growth, development, confidence in 
the future,” 

In each of the places visited “the 
skeleton timbers of factories and ad- 
ditions were rising rapidly. Fac- 
tories, long established and prosper- 
ous, were installing new machinery. 
The signs “Help Wanted” were numer- 
ous. Processions of loaded freight 
cars were moving out of switches. 
Many manufacturers stated that they 
could not keep up to thelr orders. 
There seemed to be no idle men any- 
where. No strikes were encountered. 
Manufacturing suburbs full of work- 
men's homes were appearing in places 
where the hay flelds rustled a few 
years ago. Good homes they were, 
too, and, walking among them, one 
was forced to wonder if there were 
any poor.” 

In Hamilton, the third manufactur- 
ing centre in the Dominion, thirteen 
factories are being extended and six 
new factories erected. In Galt, “the 
little Birmingham of Canada,” the 
capacity of several of the largest 
existing plants is being enlarged at 
considerable expense to keep up with 
the demands from a growing market. 
A new cotton mill and a new steel 
plant are under construction at Wel- 
land, and a furnace company {is to 
spend $750,000 on a plant at Port Col- 
borne which will employ two hundred 
men, Thorold and Port Roi mson are 
securing new industries this year, 
while Important industrial expansion 
is reported from Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines, 

At Brantford a great deal of money 
is going into new plants and enlarge- 
ments of old ones, and similar de- 


velopments are forward at London, 
St. Thomas, Stratford, Guelph, Ber- 
lin, Preston and Sarnia, Windsor, 


Walkerville and Sandwich are getting 
new industries from the United States 
and a considerable portion of the City 
of Detroit is said to be “moving across 
into Canada” in the wake of motor 
ear and other transplanted industries, 
Altogether this review of industrial 
conditions throughout Western On- 
tario is very cheering to those who 
are inclined to be pessimistic over 
the stringency in the money market, 
So long as our crops increase, so long 
as the population continues to grow 
as rapidly as at present, and so long 
as the National Policy is maintained 
we are scarcely likely te see many 
idle factories or much poverty in this 
country,

GETTING MILLS 


Plants Crossing From the States to 


Canada 


Mr, James A. Farrell, president of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
in testifying as to the corporation's 
export trade in the United States 
Government sult, referred to the Can- 
idian business in part as follows:— 

“Through Montreal we sell about 
60,000 tons of wire product a year, 
sheet iron, mine rails, and sometimes 
standard rails, when they cannot be 
supplied by Canadian mills. We are 
now supplying the Canadian Northern 
Railway with 25,000 tons of rails 
shipped by boat from Chicago and 
thence by rail to Calgary, where they 
cost $47.13, delivered. At Vancouver 
we supply much material, but the 
freight rate from Pittsburgh there is 
$18 a ton.” 

If all these iron and steel products 
were made in Canada their manufac- 
ture would provide profitable employ- 
ment for hundreds of Canadian work- 
men. Solely because of the Canadian 
tariff the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation is to establish a Canadian plant 
at Sandwich, Ontario, 

The initial outlay is to be $10,000,000 
and the transfer of the mills will 
mean the erection of a new Canadian 
city of prosperous workmen, who will 
require the services of merchants, and 
professional men and who will sup- 
vly a new local market for the far- 
uers of the country roundabout. It

It is well known that the Domin- 
ion Government is doing its utmost 
to get the parties to the dispute to 
arrive at a compromise that will be 
equitable all round. It is recognis- 
ed that if the case goes before the 
courts it will result in a protracted 
legal battle, with the prospects of 
being carried to the Privy Council. 
The Government has large powers 
in the mutter, and it has already ex- 
ercised these to some extent by pro- 
tecting the farmers against being 
made to pay on lands classed as irri- 
gable but disputed, until after inves- 
tigation. They have also ordered a 
reclassification, to be supervised by 
Government engineers, end this is 
now golng on. Muck is likely to 
happen in the coming month there- 
fore and everyone will wish Dr. 
Roche success in his efforts to find 
a way out of the tangle. 

A number of prominent irrigation- 
ists are at present in Southern Al- 
berta in connection with the conven- 
tion next week of the Western 
Canada Irrigation Convention to be 
held at Lethbridge. Among others 
is Mr. Fk, E. Drake, Superintendent 
of Irrigation for the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, who is in the west now. 
Mr. Drake bas under consideration 
a scheme being brought forward by 
farmers south of the Bow River, 
who are asking the Government to 
assist them in bringing water on 
their lands. 

Mr. Drake will make a general 
survey of the irrigation systems in 
use throughout the west before he 
finally returns to Ottawa.

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Strathmore Produce at 
Calgary Market 


Mr F. M. Watson, the new secre- 
tary of Strathmore Local of the U.F. 
A. nas made arrangements to attend 
Calgary Public Market every Satur- 
day with his own produce and that 
of any other farmer who wishes to 
have his produce placed there. He 
has secured a stand atthe market, 
and anticipitates having a_ big 
quantity of produce to dispose of. 
He says that prices for every class of 
vegetables and other farm products 
can be obtained much better than 
locally, and the demand is good for 
everything that has quality. For 
handling other people’s produce he 
is asking a commission of 10 per cent 
which is remarkably modest, and 
his enterprise should be well reward- 
ed. 

At present a considerable amount 
ot Strathmore procuce is sold at 
Calgary, most of it to the hotels and 
stores, by a number of local market 
gardeners, who appear to be mak- 
ing a good profit in it. The city 
market is a new institution, as tar 
as active operation is concerned, 
but it is attracting a big proportion 
cf the housewives of the city, and 
the prices for the articles sold there 
seem to be satistactory to both con- 
sumers and producers. Every en- 
couragement to the market should 
be given by the farmers by sending 
in stuff of good quality and sending 
it regularly. That is the only way 
to make a permanent success of the 
institution,
